Executed in Italian walnut, marquetry ornaments 
slightly streaked ebony in brown -stained birch, buds 
and berries with light and shade in dark yellow and 
red Royal wood. 

Plate 82. — Epergne; from the design of O. Girard, by 
M. Czokally in Vienna. 

Worked in massive silver slightly oxydised without 
gilding. Height 0,35 m. 

Plate 83. — - Cabinet and Chair; from the design of 
Ihne and Stegmueller , by J. Pingel , Cabinetmaker 
in Berlin. 

The design of this piece of furniture is based 
in part on the ancient Renaissance Credence in 
form and proportion, but designed for an Artist's 
Studio; the lower part is provided with 8 shelves 
for port- folios and drawings, the upper part show- 
ing several divisions for photographs , engrav- 
ings, &c. &c. 

The dimensions of the cabinet are in proportion 



to the chair represented in our engraving, and be- 
longing to the furniture of the room. 

The material for both cabinet and chair is dark- 
stained oak slightly polished.
